They can see 
the benefits to their families 
and members of the wider 
community. 

“The people who come to 
the Public are not just 
spending money here. They 
are spending money in town 
too. The building is con¬ 
tributing to the wider 
economy.” 

Sandwell College wants to 
take over the arts centre in 
West Bromwich, which 
opened in 2008, and provide 
places for 500 A-level stu¬ 
dents. 

Talks are continuing to 
take place between the 
council and the college. A 
final decision is due to be 
made by late summer in 
order for the sixth form to 
open in September 2014.

The Public is a 
focus for future 

MP Tom Watson said he would try to help 
secure the future of The Public arts 
centre in his West Bromwich con¬ 
stituency as he revealed how he intends 
to spend his time away from front-line 
politics. 

The West Bromwich East MP resigned 
as Labour’s deputy chairman and Ed 
Miliband’s campaign co-ordinator last 
week. It came as the party became 
embroiled in a row about the alleged 
influence by the Unite trade union over 
the selection of its candidates. 

Mr Watson’s office manager Karie 
Murphy has been suspended by the party. 
She was the union’s favoured potential 
candidate for Falkirk in Scotland. 

But Mr Watson has stressed that he has 
been thinking about stepping down from 
the role for the past six months and said 
he had nothing to do with the selection 
row in Falkirk.. 

He said: “There’s a lot to do in West 
Bromwich. There are people concerned 
about the future of The Public and I’m 
going to do a consultation on that.” 


The £200 million development has been 
years in the making and will welcome its first 
shoppers today (Thursday) as the modern glass 
mall unveils a number of big name stores, plus 
a massive new Tesco and a five-screen Odeon 
cinema. 

The West Bromwich East MP said: “I am 
delighted and relieved the centre is opening 
because I have been campaigning for this since 
I was elected in 2001. 

Overdue 

“It is long overdue and has been a work in 
progress for many years but now that it is here, 
it is the start of things to come for West 
Bromwich,” said the Labour MR 

“Over the last 10 years, we have made steady 
progress to regenerate the town centre by 
improving transport links and providing resi¬ 
dents with new housing. 

“I am very pleased the development has 
brought new jobs to the area for local people 
and equally pleased that residents will be able 
to enjoy a first-class shopping experience which 
is exactly what they deserve.” 

More than 2,000 jobs have been created by 
the scheme, which is being led by Tesco’s regen¬ 
eration arm Spenhill. Around 1,000 workers 
were involved in the construction. 

Businesses have clamoured to sign up to the 
scheme which will also include a major new 
Primark store, opening later this year. 

Leader of Sandwell Council, Councillor 
Darren Cooper, described the opening as the 
start of a new era for the town. 

He said: “For years we’ve been working to 
transform West Bromwich into one of the 
region’s top towns, so it’s with great pride and 
satisfaction that we see New Square open its 
doors. 

“It is fantastic to see top high street brands, 
a new cinema and a range of restaurants come 
to the town with even more to open in the 
coming months. 

“These really are exciting times for everyone 
not just in West Bromwich but in Sandwell. 

“But the opening of of New Square doesn’t 
mean our work is done for West Bromwich - 
improvements are being made to Queen’s 
Square shopping centre and the existing High 
Street and next year a new swimming pool and 
leisure centre will open.”

Old college 
site to get 
a revamp 

MULTI-MILLION pound 
redevelopment plans which 
will see new apartments, 
shops and a hotel built in 
West Bromwich High Street 
have been backed by town 
planners. 

Scores of jobs will also be 
created under the ambitious 
Homes and Communities 
Agency (HCA) scheme to 
overhaul the site which 
includes the former 
Sandwell College building. 

Now an outline planning 
application for the develop¬ 
ment has been approved by 
planning officers, using del¬ 
egated powers. 

Regeneration 

The Government body 
which invests in regenera¬ 
tion projects wants to demol¬ 
ish the old college block and 
replace it with a new six 
storey building. 

The application for 
outline planning consent 
made to Sandwell Council 
requested approval be given 
for retail, financial and pro¬ 
fessional services, restau¬ 
rants and cafes, residential, 
leisure and business. 

The housing developer 
also wants to create a new 
vehicle access off High 
Street, parking and land¬ 
scaping. The plans include a 
public courtyard space. 

Councillor Ian Jones said: 
“I think the new proposals 
will bring new life into that 
area of the High Street and 
its mixed development will 
offer a different experience, 
whether it be retail or trade 
to attract people into the 
area.”

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More classrooms needed at popular school 


A MOBILE classroom is being brought in at a 
Sandwell primary school to help it deal with an 
influx of new pupils, whilst building work takes 
place on a permanent extension. 

The portable building, which will be used as 
two temporary classrooms, is being installed at 
Hargate Primary School, West Bromwich, as it 
increases pupil intake from 30 to 60. 

Extension work on the existing building is set 
to start in November and be completed in August 
next year, but the increase in numbers will start 


from this September. The portable classroom is to 
be installed on the edge of the playground at the 
Hargate Lane school, pending a planning applica¬ 
tion. 

Headteacher Andrew Orgill said the temporary 
classrooms would also replace two outdated 
mobile units currently at the school, where the 
new extension will be. 

He added: “We basically need room for the chil¬ 
dren, and this mobile unit is a temporary solution 
just for this year. The new build needs to be 


opened for September 2014, and come that date 
we will need no mobiles on this site.” 

The extension will be for eight classrooms, 
studio, specialist teaching area and library. 

Hargate Primary School is among four schools 
expanding as Sandwell Council accommodates 
more primary aged children. The others are All 
Saints CE Primary, Wilford Road, West 
Bromwich; Burnt Tree Primary, Hill Road, Tivi- 
dale; and Moat Farm Infants, Brookfields Road, 
in Oldbury. 


Murderer guilty of 
a brutal bar killing 


Ella’ve a way for baby to arrive

THE decision to name a baby is never an 
easy one but for a couple from Rowley 
Regis the trauma of baby arriving in a 
broken elevator made the choice easier 

Ella Nicola - that’s Ella short for elevator 
- was safely born on Friday weighing 61bs 
loz in the faulty lift in a block of flats in 
Reservoir Road. 

Had it not been for the actions of para¬ 
medics it may have been a tragic story. 

Contractions 

Paramedics Steve Millward, Nigel 
Goodman and Nikki Wildman were called to 
the ninth floor of the flats just before 1pm. 

They arrived to find Ella’s mum, 23-year- 
old Melissa Cavanagh and dad, 25-year-old 
Paul Yeomans in their flat and decided to 
take the lift down. 

But moments later the lift broke trapping 
the five of them inside. 

Nikki, who has been with the West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service for 15 years, said: 
“When the lift stopped we didn’t think any¬ 


thing of it initially - about 20 minutes later, 
we were all still in the lift when Melissa’s 
contractions started to get a lot closer 
together. We all looked at each other because 
we knew the baby wasn’t going to wait for 
the lift to be repaired.” 

Despite the cramped and hot conditions 
the team set to work and delivered Ella 
whilst firefighters worked to open the lift 
doors. 

Emergency care assistant Nigel Goodman, 
who was working with Nikki, added: “When 
it was all over, I remember saying to Melissa 
and Paul that they should call her Ella, short 
for elevator and they have!” 

In honour of the paramedics actions, the 
parents thought it only appropriate make 
Ella’s middle name Nicola, after all the work 
that her namesake did to deliver her. 

Mother-of-three Melissa said: “Neither of 
us like lifts at the best of times, so when it 
got stuck we panicked. It’s all thanks to 
Nicola, Steve and Nigel as we couldn’t have 
done it without them.” 


A MAN who repeatedly stamped on his 
victim’s head as lay unconscious during a pub 
fight has been found guilty of murder. 

It took a jury at Wolverhampton Crown Court four hours 
to decide Dominic Santos Fraser was guilty of murdering 
Kevin Hadley at The Lounge Bar in Market Place, Tipton. 

But the jury decided he - 

was not guilty of a separate 


charge of assault occasion¬ 
ing actual bodily harm in 
connection with an attack 
on Mr Hadley’s father, also 
called Kevin Hadley. 

Fraser, aged 32, from 
Highfield Road, Tipton, will 
now be sentenced at a sepa¬ 
rate hearing, expected to be 
next week. 

Speaking after the unani¬ 
mous decision, Judge John 
Warner told Fraser: “It’s life 
imprisonment - the only 
issue is how long you spend 
in custody before you are 
released.” 

Argument 

During the trial, the jury 
heard violence flared in the 
pub on October 16. 

Mr Hadley, who was 30, 
and his father, both from 
Slater Street in West 
Bromwich, had been drink¬ 
ing in Tipton and West 
Bromwich before the inci¬ 
dent. By the time they 
reached The Lounge Bar 
they had consumed 10 pints 
of beer. 

An argument started 
between Mr Hadley and a 
friend of Fraser’s. Mr 
Hadley Jnr was described as 
acting aggressively - his self- 
control “blurred by alcohol” 
- when he squared up to a 
group of men playing pool. 

Mr Gordon Aspden, prose¬ 
cuting, said Kevin Hadley 
Jnr, 29, was responsible for 
starting this trouble. 

The jury was shown CCTV 
footage of the violence that 
ensued, involving a number 
of people in the bar, in which 
Kevin Hadley Jnr was hit 
with a pool cue by 24-year- 
old Shazad Ali, from Tudor 
Street in Tipton.

It also showed another 
man stamping on him when 
he was on the floor. 

The stamps left 
shoeprints on Mr Hadley’s 
face, which detectives foren- 
sically matched to a trainer 
worn by Fraser. 

Fraser, from Highfield 
Road, Tipton, claimed he 
was acting to protect 
himself. 

Four other men have 
already been convicted of 
offences in connection with 
the same violent incident. 

Shazad Ali, 25, from 
Tudor Street, Tipton, 
pleaded guilty to the 
manslaughter of Mr Hadley 
at an earlier hearing. 

Roy Cross, 30, from Powis 
Avenue, Tipton, has admit¬ 
ted inflicting grievous bodily 
harm on Kevin Hadley 
senior, and to attempting to 
inflict grievous bodily harm 
with intent. 

Sadaqut Ali, 32, from 
Madeley Road, Kingswin- 
ford, has pleaded guilty to 
assault occasioning actual 
bodily harm, and Hafizur 
Rahman, 30, from Tudor 
Street, Tipton, pleaded 
guilty to using threatening 
words or behaviour.

CELEBRATED artist Fred 
Barnfield, who campaigned 
to have the names of 1,000 
fallen soldiers added to 
Wednesbury war memorial, 
has died aged 77. 

The father of two died on 
Friday at Walsall Manor 
Hospital following a battle 
with throat cancer. 

Mr Barnfield grew up in 
Tipton but spent much of his 
life in Wednesbury working 
as an iron moulder in a 
foundry. 

Inspiring 

He gained great renown 
in 1984 as The Wednesbury 
Blobber for his ‘blob’ por¬ 
traits, using a brush and a 
squeezy bottle. 

Vice Chairman of Tipton 
Civic Society, Keith 
Hodgkins said: “He was one 
of those amazing people who 
had very little formal educa¬ 
tion, but had educated 
himself, and was knowledge¬ 
able. He was inspiring.” 

Builder was 

swindling 

customers 

A BUILDER admitted swin¬ 
dling customers by taking 
almost £100,000 for work he 
did not do at homes around 
Sandwell and Birmingham. 

Gary Powis on Monday 
pleaded guilty to 11 charges 
of fraud totalling £99,265 at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. The 49-year-old from 
Iverley Road, in Halesowen, 
took the money for building 
supplies, labour costs, 
roofing materials and, in one 
case, replacement doors, but 
did not carry out the work 
homeowners had expected. 

He struck at homes 
around Sandwell, as well as 
Northfield and Quinton, at 
various times between April 
2007 and December 2010. 

Powis will now be sen¬ 
tenced at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on August 2. 
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Fire service 
promised 
financial 
help after 
huge blaze 

WEST Midlands Fire 
Service will be offered finan¬ 
cial support by Government 
following the blaze at the 
Jayplas plant in Smethwick. 

The blaze, sparked by a 
Chinese lantern, wa one of 
the biggest the brigade ever 
dealt with and is estimated 
to have cost £6 million. More 
than 200 firefighters were 
called to the site on June 30 
and remained for a week. 

The Department for Com¬ 
munities and Local Govern¬ 
ment says it will look 
sympathetically on the fire 
service where they have 
incurred extra costs. They 
stand ready to reimburse the 
West Midlands Fire Service 
for 85 per cent of the cost 
incurred under the Bellwin 
scheme, which gives assis¬ 
tance with financial burdens 
due to large-scale emergen¬ 
cies. 

Exceptional 

Fire Minister Brandon 
Lewis said: “Firefighters did 
an excellent job getting the 
Smethwick blaze under 
control and the cause will be 
thoroughly investigated. 

“Given the exceptional 
scale and nature of the fire, 
and the costs involved in 
tackling it, the Government 
has activated its emergency 
response Bellwin scheme.” 

Councillor John Edwards, 
chairman of West Midlands 
Fire and Rescue Authority, 
said: “We are not sure of the 
amount yet but it is good 
news whatever the figure 
turns out to be, we welcome 
it.” 

Meanwhile, Poundland 
has pulled Chinese lanterns 
from sale in the wake of the 
devastating fire. 

CCTV footage showed a 
Chinese lantern landing on 
the site, containing up to 
100,000 bales of plastic, 
before it burst into flames. 

Willenhall-based chain 
Poundland, which has more 
than 300 branches nation¬ 
wide, has since removed the 
lanterns from their shelves. 

Richard Lancaster, 
trading director at Pound- 
land, said: “We constantly 
review our buying decisions 
in accordance to what’s hap¬ 
pening around us. After 
hearing the news about the 
fire in Smethwick we have 
made a decision to stop 
selling lanterns to our cus¬ 
tomers and recalled all 
remaining stock from 
stores.” 

There are growing calls 
for a ban on the novelty 
floating lights, also known 
as sky lanterns.

Hundreds of jobs are being created by the scheme which 
is being led by Tesco’s regeneration arm Spenhill. The eye¬ 
catching blue-coloured two-storey Primark store, due to 
open later this year, will dominate the West Bromwich 
skyline with its quirky panel design.

Mr Burr added: “West Bromwich has waited a long time 
for its own cinema experience and I know that the Odeon 
will be a great asset.”

Probe into 'baffling' death of girl 


THE Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission is investigating 
after a teenage girl died after being 
found unconscious in her bedroom. 

Megan Edmunds, 14, was found 
unconscious in the bedroom of her 
New Street home in Tipton by 
mother Victoria Nuttall. She later 
died at Russells Hall Hospital, 
Dudley. 

The death is not being treated as 
suspicious, but it has been referred 
to the IPCC as the police were in 
contact with Megan in the 24 hours 
before her death. 

Her uncle Tim Underhill, 53, said 
the death had baffled the family. 

“We have not got a clue. The police 
are doing a lot of investigating. They 
are looking at her Facebook, inter¬ 
viewing her brothers and sisters,” 
he said. 

Megan was the youngest of five 


children and a pupil at a referral 
unit in Smethwick. 

On the day before her death, the 
family were expecting Megan home 
from a friend’s house at 9pm. But 
she failed to arrived. They called 
police around midnight. The young¬ 
ster was found by police in Manches¬ 
ter and was returned home at 5am. 

Listening 

She was last seen by her brother 
Liam just hours before she was 
found unconscious on Tuesday. 

“He went upstairs at around 3pm 
and put his head round her door to 
say he was going out,” said Mr 
Underhill. “She was fine, just sitting 
on the bed listening to music. 

“Then, three hours later her 
mother found her.” 

He added: “Megan was such a 
happy-go-lucky kid. There is specu¬ 


lation she was being bullied but 
there is nothing concrete. Everyone 
is baffled.” 

Mrs Nuttall is living at his home 
in Stourbridge,because she is too 
distraught to go back to Tipton. 

West Midlands Police spokesman, 
Lee Page, said: “Her death is not 
being treated as suspicious and the 
coroner has been informed. It has 
been referred to the IPCC due to 
police contact with the teenager in 
the 24 hours leading up to her 
death.” 

Sandwell Council’s children’s 
services boss Councillor Simon 
Hackett said: “This is a terrible 
tragedy and I offer my deepest sym¬ 
pathies to this teenager’s family and 
everyone who knew her. 

“An inquest will take place in due 
course to establish all the facts sur¬ 
rounding her untimely death.”

Teenage metal thief 
fell through a roof 


A TEENAGER fell through a roof and two 
accomplices had to be rescued when they 
tried to steal metal from a derelict factory in 
Tipton, a court heard. 

Eleven police units, a police dog unit, two ambulances, an 
on-call doctor and a police helicopter were dispatched to the 
former IMX factory in Tipton to deal with the incident. 


Mark O’Connor suffered 
severe bruising to his arms, 
legs and back when he fell 25 
feet, while Ethan Mills and 
Anthony Martin had to be 
brought down by firefight¬ 
ers 

The three had been due to 
face trial last week, each 
charged with a count of 
being found in an enclosed 
yard for an unlawful 
purpose, but they changed 
their pleas to guilty at the 
last minute. 

Sandwell Magistrates 
Court heard that the men 
were seen climbing over a 
fence to get into the prem¬ 
ises in Whitehall Road at 
7.40pm on April 3. Then 
they were seen on the roof of 
the building. 

Police were called and sur¬ 
rounded the would-be 
thieves, who were arrested. 

Mrs Helen Pinning, 
defending O’Connor, said: 
“He does accept they went 
out to see if there was any 
leftover cable in and around 
the building. 

“The two young men who 
had to be assisted from the 
roof by the fire brigade did 
feel they could get down by 
themselves but they were 
told by police to remain on 
the roof.”

Mortgage

His partner Kim Walter 
told Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain that the shop 
fitter had not been to work 
due to bad snow, so was at 
home after having taken his 
son to school. 

She left to go to work but 
had to turn back because of 
the weather and phoned him 
to tell him she was on her 
way. 

But when she arrived Mr 
Galvin did not answer the 
door, so she called one of his 
friends to help her get 
inside, and found Mr 
Galvin’s body. 

She told the inquest that 
at the time she did not know 
of any reason why he would 
do this but later discovered 
he had fallen into arrears on 
the mortgage. 

Mr Balmain recorded a 
verdict that Mr Galvin killed 
himself. 

MP calls for 
electric cars 
to be noisier 

A CAMPAIGN by national 
charity Guide Dogs to have 
artificial noise generators so 
electric and hybrid vehicles 
can be heard has been 
backed by Warley MP John 
Spellar. He was one of a 
number of MPs who sup¬ 
ported the charity at a recep¬ 
tion at Parliament. 

Research shows that some 
quiet electric vehicles 
cannot be heard until one 
second before impact and, in 
certain conditions, are more 
likely to be involved in a col¬ 
lision with a pedestrian than 
conventional vehicles. 

Transport Minister 
Norman Baker spoke to 
highlight the charity’s con¬ 
cerns about the safety impli¬ 
cations of such vehicles. 

Mr Spellar said: “This is a 
welcome and necessary cam¬ 
paign to improve safetye.” 

James White, Guide Dogs’ 
campaigns manager, said: 
“Blind and partially sighted 
people rely on the sound of 
an engine to cross a road 
safely. If you can’t see or 
hear a car then how do you 
know it is there?”

sentence 

reduced 

A PAEDOPHILE from 
Smethwick who molested 
four young girls has won a 
cut to his sentence. 

Gordon Alfred Grimes 
carried out assaults on the 
youngsters, all aged under 
13, and indecent images of 
children were found by 
investigating officers. 

The 42-year-old from 
Roseberry Road, Cape Hill, 
was handed a 12-year 
extended sentence made up 
of a four-year jail term and 
eight years on extended 
licence, at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court in February, 
after admitting four counts 
of sexual assault. 

But his sentence was cut 
by judges at London’s Crim¬ 
inal Appeal Court who said 
that, while the custodial 
term was justified, the 
extended licence period was 
‘too long’ and should be 
reduced to five years. 

Grimes molested girls, the 
youngest aged just five. 
Upon his arrest police 
unearthed a haul of child 
pornography and he was 
handed a three-year commu¬ 
nity order in June last year 
after admitting five charges 
of making indecent images 
of children. 

Grimes’ lawyers argued 
his sentence was over the 
top, saying there was not 
enough evidence he posed a 
danger to the public.

Lighter fuel sniffer showed signs of illness 


THE signs of Ian Woolley’s mental 
illness had been obvious for years. 

And yet no one could have guessed the 
lumbering six-footer was capable of the 
‘dreadful brutality’ that led him to kill both 
his mother Pauline Gillen and concerned 
neighbour Jason Duffield. 

Woolley, a father of three, was addicted to 


sniffing lighter fuel, sometimes inhaling up 
to 10 cans a day. He was also an alcoholic and 
smoked cannabis. 

His sister said he had talked about seeing 
space ships and killing the Prime Minister. 

Psychiatrist Kenny Herbert, on whose 
report the judge based his sentence sending 
Woolley to a secure hospital, described the 


killer as a paranoid schizophrenic who had 
been ill for at least 10 years. 

He said many people might have thought 
Woolley’s substance taking led him to kill 
but it was more likely that Woolley used 
lighter fuel and alcohol to block out the hal¬ 
lucinations that tortured him. 

Woolley was initially deemed unfit to 


plead but, with treatment, his condition 
improved to the point where he recognised 
what he had done, and had reacted with 
‘shock and remorse.’ 

Although declared well enough to enter a 
plea, Mr Herbert said Woolley has continued 
to lapse into psychotic thinking and would 
require long-term treatment. 


Psychotic killer stabbed 
mother and neighbour 



A SON stabbed his mother to 
death with a screwdriver as she 
lay in bed before killing her next 
door neighbour and throwing him 
over a fifth-floor balcony. 

Ian Woolley then sat and smoked a ciga¬ 
rette before dialling 999 and telling the oper¬ 
ator: “I’ve just committed murder.” 

The father-of-three admitted manslaugh¬ 
ter on the grounds of diminished responsibil¬ 
ity at Birmingham Crown Court yesterday. 

He was sentenced to be detained in a 
secure hospital indefinitely and cannot be 
released without the authority of the secre¬ 
tary of state. 

The 44-year-old attacked Pauline Gillen, 
aged 69, and Jason Duffield, aged 41, at Holly 
Court, in Acacia Avenue, Yew Tree, on the 
Walsall-Sandwell border where both victims 
and Woolley lived, in the early hours of 
October 6 last year. 

On the day before the the killings Woolley 
had met his mother and brother in Walsall. 

Shouting 

Malcolm Woolley said his brother had been 
in a ‘funny mood’ and struck him in the face, 
said Mr Peter Grieve-Smith, prosecuting. 

Mrs Gillen, a 69-year-old mother of three, 
lived on the same floor in Holly Court, Acacia 
Avenue, Walsall, as her son, but in a separate 
flat. Jason Duffield, described as ‘quiet and 
shy’ also lived on the fifth floor. 

That night on October 6, Mr Duffield, 41, 
who would normally not have had the confi¬ 
dence to leave his flat, had responded to the 
sound of a woman shouting, the court heard. 

Woolley, who had a key to his mother’s flat, 
had let himself in and gone to her bedroom, 
where he stabbed here. 

Mr Duffield was the second to be attacked. 
He was stabbed through the skull and chest 
before being dragged through the apartment 
and tipped over the balcony. 

A neighbour looked through his spyhole 
when he heard the disturbance and saw 
Woolley walk calmly back to his flat. 

When arrested, Woolley asked police: “Is 
she dead? Is he dead? Good.” He said he used 
his ‘dad’s old screwdriver’ to kill them. 

He added: “Things came to a head. The 
other man came to the wrong place at the 
wrong time.” 

Chris Millington, defending, said Woolley 
suffered from ‘psychotic ideas which had no 
basis in reality.’ 

Judge William Davis, QC, the Birmingham 
Recorder, told Woolley: “With dreadful bru¬ 
tality you killed your mother and, having 
killed her, a neighbour who had done nothing 


more but come to assist was killed with 
equal brutality. These were dreadful and 
tragic events.” 

Mr Duffield leaves a son and daughter, 
and a stepson, with whom he lived. 

Although separated from his wife Sarah, 
she spoke of the family’s grief at their loss: 
“As a family we want to remember Jason for 


who he was, a caring and wonderful person 
who would help anyone in need. Because of 
this he died so tragically and in such a 
brutal way. 

“We wish to remember him as we knew 
him and be left in private to our memories. ” 
Pauline Gillen’s family said in a state¬ 
ment after Friday’s hearing: “At this time 


we as a family would like to remember our 
mother as the caring and loving person that 
we all loved dearly. 

“She was taken from us prematurely in 
the most unimaginable way possibly. 

“Our thoughts at this time are also with 
the Duffield family and we offer our condo¬ 
lences.”

TA to the soldiers who 


back up regular Army 


Abby Plant combines her TA role with a financial job near Wolverhampton 


DANIEL WAINWRIGHT looks 
at the unsung volunteer 
reservists who combine their 
duties with a full-time job 


THEY are the weekend warriors 
training to back up Britain’s mil¬ 
itary. 

They hold down full time jobs and 
spend their evenings and many of their 
weekends training all over the country to 
handle harsh terrain and the pressure of 
being under fire. 

One of the Territorial Army reservists, 
Abby Plant works in finance for environ¬ 
mental consultancy Adas in Pendeford. 
The 24-year-old from Codsall spends her 
weekdays in an office but on Saturdays 
gets up at 5am, dresses in camouflage 
gear and carries a heavy rucksack to run 
up and down hills in Surrey. 

This week she takes her exams as part 
of her accounting technician diploma. 

At the weekend Gunner Plant of 106 
(Yeomanry) Regiment Royal Artillery 
may have to carry a backpack weighing 
20kg (441b) six miles within 90 minutes, 
sleep out in the open in Salisbury or drive 
Land Rovers the way they were built to 
be driven - off road. 

Physically 

Former Codsall High School pupil 
Gunner Plant, of Bromley Gardens, said: 
“It’s an exciting life. It’s exhausting and 
it can take it out of you, but you always 
feel that you’ve accomplished something. 

“I wasn’t particularly physically fit 
when I joined but I thought if I don’t do 
this now I’ll keep putting it off,” she 
added. 

Now she is at the gym two or three 
times a week and is part of a running club 
with her fellow soldiers. 

She walks the several miles to work 
each morning and then runs home in the 
evening. 

Over the past decade the Territorial 
Army has deployed 26,000 reservists 


including 22,000 to Iraq and Afghan¬ 
istan. A tour of duty lasts six months 
but follows three months of full time, 
intensive training. In that time 30 have 
been killed. 

The Army is reducing the number of 
regular Army soldiers from 102,000 
down to 82,000. Some serving soldiers 
are being put on notice that they are 
facing redundancy and the government 
is prepared to spend £1.8 billion to 
expand the TA to fill the void. 

As well as the weekend commitments 
there is the prospect that one day Abby 
will find herself overseas alongside 


regular army soldiers. Her parents 
Nick, aged 53 and Vicky, 51, understand 
what the role involves, as does her 
employer. However, there are legal pro¬ 
tections that ensure a job is kept open 
for any TA soldier who goes on a tour. 

When the Army needs Territorial sol¬ 
diers, it goes through a process called 
mobilisation. Territorials are only called 
up if the army needs them. 

They or their employers can object if 
it would seriously affect their lives or 
work. 

Abby joined the TA two and a half 
years ago on the same day as Ross 


Grosvenor from Walsall. Gunner 
Grosvenor, aged 21, works as a service 
adviser at the Brindley Nissan garage in 
Delta Way, Cannock. 

He lives with his parents Simon, 51 - 
who also served in the TA with the 
Staffordshire Regiment - and Lynn, 53, 
in Pelsall. He has a sister, Zoe, aged 17. 

On Tuesdays he finishes his 8am to 
6pm shift, polishes off a sandwich or 
microwaveable ready meal and heads off 
to The TA site in Fallings Park, Wolver¬ 
hampton where he is with the Air 
Defence Unit of 106 Regiment Royal 
Artillery. “I’d always had an ambition to 
be a pilot”, he said. 

“After I left Queen Mary’s Grammar 
School in Walsall I applied to the Royal 
Air Force. But when I got to Cranwell 
they said I lacked life experience by 
wanting to join straight from school. 

“I joined the TA and following 12 
months of training passed out in January 
last year. 

“On Tuesdays we will do any sort of 
training from first aid to vehicle checks 
and weapon handling skills,” he added. 

Weekends 

“Sometimes we will devote a whole 
session to fitness assessments, including 
how many press ups we can do. I’m on 
the regiment shooting team which goes 
away on competitions to places like the 
Salisbury Plains. 

“Going away with the TA takes place 
one or two weekends a month,” Gunner 
Grosvenor said. “We also do a one to two 
week camp every year. I’m allowed to 
take the time off from work unpaid.” 

His colleague Gunner Steve McHugh, 
aged 23, has been with the TA for five 
years. He works at the Co-Op petrol 
station in Wombourne. 

His work with the TA saw him spend 
three months in London during the 
Olympics, supporting the regular army 
and seeing the Paralympics opening cer¬ 
emony. He said: “For me it’s a social life 
as well as work.”

THE number of police cell blocks across the 
Black Country and Birmingham is to halve 
under cost cutting plans 

It will mean the overall number of cell blocks will reduce 
from the current 12 to seven once two new 60-cell buildings 
are opened in Oldbury.

Jones believes the move will 
save £1.5 million a year. 

Despite cuts in funding of 
£126m by 2015 and a further 
£100m needed by 2019, the 
force is planning to spend 
£114.8m by 2017 on its 
buildings, vehicles and com¬ 
puter systems. 

Decision 

The plans are still being 
developed and a decision will 
not be taken until the 
autumn. 

However, it is expected 
that Wolverhampton and 
Bloxwich will keep their 
cells with one of them moth¬ 
balled for use in emergen¬ 
cies, such as a repeat of the 
2011 summer riots, or if 
crime levels rise. 

Others in Smethwick, 
Dudley and Brierley Hill will 
be looked at with a view to 
closing them because the 
new site in Bromford Lane, 
Oldbury, will be operating 
24-hours a day and is to 


employ more than 130 
people. Another new cell 
block is in the pipeline, with 
Perry Barr in Birmingham 
the most likely location. 

Mr Jones said: “Around 85 
per cent of our costs relate to 
people. So if we don’t look at 
the other 15 per cent then 
more of the burden of 
savings falls on people. 

“Police stations don’t 
catch criminals, officers do.” 

He said any closure of 
custody suites did ‘not nec¬ 
essarily’ mean the stations 
attached to them would also 
shut down, however, they 
are also under review. 

“I would expect to see 
Wolverhampton with its 
night time economy con¬ 
tinue to handle a significant 
work load within its cell 
blocks”, said Mr Jones. 

He added: “The new 
Sandwell site will handle the 
majority of the work for the 
Black Country”

Sandwell General A&E facing a fine of £80,000 for failing to accept patients at the emergency department soon enough 


HOSPITALS including 

Sandwell General and Walsall 
Manor are facing huge fines for 
failing to accept patients at 
emergency departments soon 
enough. 

Rules introduced in April mean hos¬ 
pital trusts can be fined £200 every 
time they take between 30 and 60 
minutes for a patient to be handed over 
to A&E after their arrival by ambu¬ 
lance. 

The fines, levied by local clinical 
commissioning groups, reach £1,000 if 
the wait is more than 60 minutes, as 


was the case with 91 ambulances in the 
Black Country and Stafford in April. 

Hospitals in the region, including 
Sandwell in West Bromwich, Walsall 
Manor, Stafford, Russells Hall,New 
Cross, Worcestershire Royal, Birming¬ 
ham Children’s and Queen Elizabeth, 
are responsible for £429,000 of fines. 

Breaches 

Sandwell Hospital could be fined 
£80,000 for 272 breaches, 32 of which 
saw patients waiting for more than one 
hour to be handed over. 

Vanya Rogers, spokesman for 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust, said: “We have been 


working extremely hard to improve 
handover times and with an eye to the 
coming winter we have implemented a 
trust-wide strategy.” 

Walsall Manor and New Cross are 
looking at fines of £22,800 each. 

Birmingham Children’s Hospital 
faces a £4,000 fine, while the QE in 
Edgbaston could be fined £97,000. The 
worst performer in the West Midlands 
was Birmingham Heartlands Hospital, 
which faces a £219,200 fine. Russells 
Hall, Dudley, could be fined £128,800 
West Midlands Ambulance Service 
faces a £16,200 fine for failing to meet 
turnaround targets in April.

Callum's school gets 
life-saving machine

A GREAT Barr school has 
been given a life-saving piece 
of equipment after a pupil suf¬ 
fered a heart attack. 

Callum Bryan, seven, collapsed 
outside his school, Greenholm 
Primary, on May 15 during a thunder 
storm. He survived thanks to the 
efforts of his mother, his sister Nicole, 
and paramedics - despite his heart 
stopping for more than half an hour. 

Now the school has received an auto¬ 
mated external defibrillator from West 
Midlands Ambulance Service. 


Following the incident, Callum’s 
mother Jayne Bryan said it was a 
miracle that he survived. 

She described how she found her 
son slumped in the back seat of her car 
after picking him up. She said his face 
had turned blue. 

Miracle 

“It’s a miracle,” the 41-year-old said. 
“I was convinced I was going to lose 
him. I went round to the back seat and 
found him lying face down. I thought 
he was messing around but was horri¬ 
fied when I found he had turned blue.” 

She was later told his heart had 


stopped beating for 33 minutes. 
Callum spent 17 days in Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital. It is still unclear 
what caused his heart attack. 

Ms Bryan, said it was comforting to 
know there would be a defibrillator at 
the school. She added: “We would like 
to thank West Midlands Ambulance 
Service for this amazing gift. We hope 
it will never be needed because to see 
any child suffer like Callum did would 
be devastating. 

“It gives great peace of mind to our 
family to know the equipment and 
training is there.”

Sign can 
stay for 
another 
five years 



The controversial digital sign located beside the M6 can 
stay for at least five more years 

A GIANT advertisement hoarding beside a 
busy stretch of the M6 has been given the go- 
ahead to remain for another five years. 

The sign, which was converted to digital in the spring, is 
in the grounds of Banks’s Stadium in Walsall. 

More than 90 accidents have been reported along the 
stretch of the motorway approaching the hoarding in four 
years. Three serious or fatal smashes happened on the adja¬ 
cent section of the M6 between 2008 and 2012. There were 
another 91 classified as slight. 

The Highways Agency had said: “We understand that 
high levels of LED illumination can impair the visibility of 
motorists.” 

Distracting 

Five residents living nearby had objected because of the 
sign’s size, brightness and potential for distracting drivers. 

Despite this, the application was approved by Walsall 
Council’s planning committee at a meeting last week. 

Council leader Councillor Mike Bird said: “My view is 
there is no danger to highway safety because people aren’t 
driving 70 or 80mph. They get to 40 or 50mph along that 
stretch if they’re lucky. 

“Since the sign was erected there has not been one acci¬ 
dent attributed to the sign.” 

A 50mph speed limit is 
currently in place along that 
section of motorway, 
between junctions nine and 
eight, as work takes place to 
introduce hard shoulder 
running. 

The digital adverts 
replaced the existing boards 
on the sign erected five years 
ago as part of a £2 million 
investment. 

There are a series of other 
illuminated posters and 
light boxes in the area. 

The sign operators will be 
allowed to change the adver¬ 
tisement they display only 
every 20 seconds. 

The owners had been 
pushing for every 15 
seconds.

A NEW community radio 
station will begin broadcast¬ 
ing in the Black Country, 
catering for Tipton and 
Great Bridge. 

Black Country Commu¬ 
nity Radio will be launched 
on August 1 from studios in 
Dudley. While the radio 
station will initially be 
broadcast online, station 
boss David Brownhill hopes 
to apply for a full licence 
from media regulator Ofcom 
later this year. 

Mr Brownhill, aged 55, 
said Ofcom had restricted 
the number of organisations 
applying for FM frequen¬ 
cies, due to a shortage in the 
area. This is the first oppor¬ 
tunity to apply in eight 
years. 

Humour 

He said: “The Black 
Country is a great commu¬ 
nity to live with some great 
characters and we hope to be 
broadcasting their stories 
and humour.” 

There are currently over 
200 licenced community 
radio stations in the country. 

Radio bosses are hoping 
that their application for a 
FM radio station to promote 
the Black Country will be 
successful.

Golf dub pro arrested 
over indecent images 


A GOLF club professional has 
been arrested on suspicion of 
downloading indecent 
images of children. 

Guy Dean has worked across 
Staffordshire and the Black Country 
including at clubs in Penn, Rowley 
Regis, West Bromwich, Pelsall and 
Cannock over his career. He was 
arrested in April. 

Penn Golf Club accepted his resigna¬ 
tion with immediate effect after the 
arrest. 

Mr Dean, aged 43, has not yet been 
charged and has been bailed to a date 
in September. He said he had been 
helping police with enquiries. 

“There’s nothing I can say yet really 
as the investigation is ongoing,” he 
said. “I’ve helped with police inquiries. 
I have told them everything I know.” 

Mr Dean had continued to offer 
tuition at Fishley Park, Pelsall, after 
his resignation at Penn. 

Roy Johnson, a director of Fishley 
Park, said: “He wasn’t an employee.

He came and did lessons with us and 
that’s it. 

“Fishley Park is a family business 
but I wasn’t aware of this arrest until 
now. In the light of these events we 
have now parted company.” 

According to Fishley Park’s website, 
Mr Dean had been teaching there since 


1991. He started his professional 
career at Beaudesert Golf Club in 
Rugeley Road, Cannock, in 1986. In 
1996 he joined ranks with European 
Seniors Tour player Jim Rhodes at 
South Staffordshire Golf Club. 

He was also head professional at 
Dartmouth Golf Club, West Bromwich, 
before he spent five years as head pro¬ 
fessional at Dudley Golf Club, Rowley 
Regis, in 2000. 

Bailed 

In 2005 Mr Dean became head pro¬ 
fessional at Penn Golf Club in Wolver¬ 
hampton, which he left with 
immediate effect in April after tender¬ 
ing his resignation. 

Staffordshire Police spokesman Faye 
Casey said: “A 43-year-old man from 
Bloxwich was arrested in April on sus¬ 
picion of possession of, and making, 
indecent images of children. 

He has been bailed, pending further 
inquiries, to a date in September.” 

Penn Golf Club declined to 
comment, citing legal reasons. 


Shopkeepers count cost of blaze 


BUSINESSES near the site 
of the Smethwick recycling 
plant hit by a huge fire last 
week say they have taken a 
major financial hit - with 
takings down by up to 70 per 
cent. 

The inferno at the Jayplas 
site caused an estimated £6 
million worth of damage. 

Small businesses located 
near the Dartmouth Road 
plant are now also counting 
the cost of the fire. 

They said the closure of 


roads, schools and factories 
in the area resulted in the 
loss of passing traden. 

Peter Larkman, who has 
run Pete’s Stores in 
Brasshouse Lane with his 
wife Rebecca for 48 years, 
said they had lost a lot of 
money. 

Mr Larkman, 76, said: 
“You have to be philosophical 
about it, because there was 
nothing we could do. Busi¬ 
ness is already bad at the 
moment as it is, so to lose two 


days of trade like this is 
really hard to take. 

“There was just no passing 
trade and no school children 
coming. 

Bills 

“All the residents were told 
to stay indoors. But we still 
have the bills to pay.” 

Mohammad Mushtaq, 
owner of Brasshouse Lane 
Convenience Store, said his 
takings were down by 70 per 
cent on the Monday and 


nearly 50 per cent the day 
after 

The 42-year-old said: “We 
would have lost around £400 
to £500 because of the fire. 
There were just no cus¬ 
tomers at all. 

“There was no one on the 
roads, schools were shut and 
no passing trade. 

“ We get a lot of customers 
from nearby factories, and 
they weren’t coming in. It 
was terrible.”

No worries - Lion King 
is the 'mane' attraction

Disney presents The Lion King, 
Birmingham Hippodrome 
THE popular Disney animated movie 
turned blockbuster musical has 
roared into the Midlands and it is a 
spectacular production that will live 
long in the memory. 

That’s just how it should be, when 
audiences are paying West End prices 
they expect and deserve London the- 
atreland production values. Disney 
deliver those in this colourful, creative 
touring version of the West End and 
Broadway hit. 

The costumes and puppets are 
breathtaking, right from the moment 
elephants and a rhino stroll down the 
Hippodrome aisles to join leaping 
antelopes and lofty giraffes striding 
across the stage as the international 
cast sing Elton John’s Circle of Life. 

It is a jaw-dropping set piece, 
matched at the start of the second act 


when the actors turn the auditorium 
into an aviary for swooping buzzards 
and birds of paradise. 

The scenery and costumes are ingen¬ 
ious as actors become grassland savan¬ 
nahs with the help of surreal hats or 
herd of gazelles via a double bicycle 
contraption. 

Dynamic 

At the heart of the show is a simple 
story of a boy becoming a man, or 
rather cub becoming a lion, as Simba 
learns to face up to his responsibilities 
and make his murdered father proud 
by saving the family pride of lions. 

Several youngsters share the roles of 
young lion and lioness Simba and Nala. 
At this performance dynamic little

Nicholas Nkuna had a noble bearing 
and good voice as Simba, almost 
eclipsed by Carole Stennett as the 


feisty strong-voiced Nala. Stephen 
Carlile verged on panto villain as 
Simba’s evil uncle Scar but the incred¬ 
ible Gugwana Dlamini, the best singer 
by far, was the audience’s favourite as 
the bizarre baboon Rafiki. 

Of course, the children’s favourites 
are wisecracking duo Timon and the 
flatulent Pumbaa, excellent character¬ 
isations by John Hasler and Mark 
Roper respectively in elaborate 
costume puppet combinations. 

This production is not without flaws, 
sometimes Tim Rice’s witty lyrics are 
lost in the mix.

Robin feels the baby 
blues on her home turf 


D ark skies, brooding atmosphere, 
mystery and people in peril... 
We could be talking about 
Scandinavian noir, that breed of 
programmes that has taken British TV 
by storm over the past four years, or 
even Channel 4’s moody French 
import, The Returned. 

But no, we’re describing New 
Zealand’s attempt to get in on the 
broody drama act. 

Top of the Lake has been co-written 
and co-directed by acclaimed Kiwi 
film-maker Jane Campion, whose 
previous work includes The Piano (for 
which she won a Best Screenplay 
Oscar, as well as the Palme d’Or), 

The Portrait of a Lady and Bright Star. 

However, there is an international 
feel about the production, thanks to the 
presence in the cast of Americans 
Elisabeth Moss and Holly Hunter 
(who’s reunited with Campion here for 
the first time since winning a Best 
Actress Academy Award for her 
performance in The Piano), Australians 
David Wenham and Thomas M Wright, 
and Scotsman Peter Mullan. 


down in the lead role after becoming 
used to watching her as the 
immaculately attired secretary-turned- 
copywriter Peggy Olson. The actress 
could hardly believe her luck when the 
script of Top of the Lake landed in her 
lap. 

“I’ve always been a huge fan of 
Jane Campion, she does such 
incredible work, so many different 
kinds of things, but they always have 
her own sensibility about them,” says 
Moss. “She is the epitome of the 
actor’s director so getting the 
opportunity to learn from her and be 
challenged by her has been such an 
incredible part of this experience.” 

Moss plays Detective Robin Griffin, 
a child protection officer, who’s 
recently returned to her home town to 
nurse her ailing mother. 

When pregnant 12-year-old local girl 
Tui Mitcham is rescued from a frozen 
lake, it’s Robin who’s called in to take 
care of her case. Her investigation 
uncovers disturbing facts about the 
locals - not to mention aspects of her 
own life she’d rather forget. 

“Robin is one of those incredible 
female roles that are really rare where 


you have a character who is strong 
and feminine, who has a lot to do and 
who has an incredible emotional 
journey,” explains Moss. 

“Jane understands the complexities 
of people, and she obviously has a gift 
for female characters that have those 
complexities, showing that they’re not 
always right, they’re not always wrong, 
they’re not always beautiful - they’re 
often ugly, they’re not always strong 
but they’re incredibly powerful. So for 
me it’s sort of a dream role and it’s 
very different from anything I’ve ever 
done.” 

So, why should we tune in? 

‘The story becomes Robin’s search 
for herself as she’s also diving into her 
own past that she’s been running 
away from,” claims Moss. “It’s a 
detective story, it’s a mystery, it has all 
these elements about it that are sort 
of tried and true. 

“But what makes it different is it’s 
got the Jane Campion touch. So 
everything is just a lot darker, a lot 
stranger, a lot more complicated than 
that.”

Superb set to stay ahead of the field

BUILDING on the successful 
formula of space, refinement and 
generous levels of standard equip¬ 
ment, Skoda’s latest generation 
Superb packs all the familiar quali¬ 
ties that’s already convinced so 
many to sign on the dotted line. 

Improvements to the Superb might not be 
immediately obvious, however Skoda has 
focused on the things that matter: cleaning up 
the engine range, sharpening up the car’s looks 
to mirror that of the Rapid and latest Octavia, 
and adding some welcome extra kit. 

Sculptured 

Although the cosmetic changes are subtle, 
out has gone the slightly generic Skoda design, 
replaced by a more sculptured look fore and aft. 

Inside the car’s cabin it is largely business as 
usual. Detailed trim and material changes have 
done a good job of ensuring the Superb’s cabin 
remains a plush environment for all occupants, 
though. 

As before, this Superb’s main selling point is 
its cabin space. Extended in all the right areas, 
front seat occupants are made to feel special 
while those in the rear can stretch out thanks 
to the generous amount of legroom offered. In 


the influential premium saloon class, rear 
space is important. You may be transporting 
clients or paying customers - either way, the 
Superb’s extra inches do much to create an 
appealing executive ambience. And that’s 
before you consider the car’s voluminous boot - 
seats up or down. 

You won’t be paying executive prices for the 
Superb, though. As with the previous genera¬ 
tion car, the sums involved are modest for 
something of this size and opulence. And Skoda 
is hoping that its generosity in the equipment 
department will prompt buyers to place the 
Superb high on their shopping lists, especially 
as similarly priced rivals offer less space and kit 
for similar money. 

Generous 

With four models to choose from (S, SE, Ele¬ 
gance and top-spec), the act of making a choice 
is no longer a simple one as there’s a generous 
spread of standard kit even on the lower-spec 
models now. 

Furthermore, this ensures the car remains 
competitive in the crowded company car 
market when value for money is a key driving 
force in purchasing decisions. 

With alloy wheels, air conditioning, Blue¬ 
tooth, electric windows and mirrors, chilled 
glovebox and seven airbags forming part of the 
Superb’s core standard kit list, even the entry- 
level S model is hard to ignore. 

SE models gain larger alloy wheels, a touch¬ 
screen audio screen and a greater choice of 
audio inputs, rear parking sensors plus a host 
of detailed interior and exterior trim accents.

The move up to Elegance sees a big uplift in 
specification, with xenon headlights, bigger 
(again) alloy wheels, touchscreen navigation, 
heated and powered front seats, leather uphol¬ 
stery and a heated windscreen.

Klement model adds front parking sensors, 
more leather, heated rear seats, an upgraded 
audio unit, TV tuner, privacy glass and gloss 
black cabin trim. 

Skoda’s generosity also extends to its engine 
range, greater efficiencies should mean you pay 
less at the pumps and to the taxman. 

Some models benefit from cuts to C02 emis¬

Laid-back 
Lexus all 
set to be 
hybrid hit

YOU would think that if you matched up the 
excellence of Lexus with their superb build 
quality and refined vehicles and allied that 
back to Toyota and their hybrid technology 
you could spawn a vehicle that would tick all 
of the boxes that you require. 

That is what I expected to find when I spent a week 
in company with the Lexus CT 200. 

Lexus have combined a 4-cylider petrol engine with a 
displacement of 1798cc producing a not too adventur¬ 
ous 98 bhp, to this they have allied an electric motor 
which is producing a similar amount of brake horse 
power, add the two together and you end up with a 
vehicle producing in the region of 134bhp, quite a rea¬ 
sonable power output for a lightweight. 

This is sufficient to give a top speed of 112 mph and a 
0 - 60 in a not too excessive 10.3 seconds. 

Lexus claim outrageous figures for fuel consumption, 
for example 70.6 on the extra urban, regrettably my 
time with the vehicle I could achieve nothing like this 
and I do question the methods used by some of the man¬ 
ufacturers to obtain them. 

The computer suggested that I had achieved 48 mpg 
in a multitude set of driving conditions. 

There can be little doubt that one of the big features 
of ownership of this particular vehicle is the benefit to 
the business user and the company car buyer. 

They will instantly have the kudos of having a Lexus 
as their company car but the C02 emissions are so 
extremely low that the financial savings will be quite 
good. 

They do come at a price as the vehicle is not overly 
generous in its space but it is the premium badge that 
you are paying for. 

The CT200 is available in 3-trim levels badged as 
SE1, SE L and Premium. 

Refined 

The interior, as you would expect from the Lexus 
brand, is very civilised and extremely well refined. 

The interior was somewhat busy, there were an awful 
lot of buttons and certain aspects were a little difficult 
to understand. 

The satellite navigational system for example seemed 
to be a little outdated, a particular road that I travel on 
quite often had a speed limit change over 12 months ago 
but the Lexus still insisted in telling me that the limit 
was 60 mph on this particular road when in fact it 
varied between 30, 40 and 50 mph in places. 

I did like the factor that all passengers had plenty of 
head, leg and shoulder room, but the boot space is not 
overly generous and it was difficult to get two suit cases 
in. 

The driving dynamics of the vehicle left me wanting 
a little bit. 

In its automatic option when you pulled away from a 
junction in eco drive mode the electrics and the petrol 
are working in conjunction with each other but there 
were many occasions when I felt that the vehicle was an 
extremely lethargic performer, you have to reappraise 
your driving style totally if you are in the electric mode. 

This is not a vehicle for the people who want to be 
rushing around, it is a vehicle for people who want to be 
economic in their driving style and it is also a vehicle for 
people who are green conscious. 

Congestion 

It does however make for an extremely relaxed laid 
back driving style. 

Free road tax will be a bonus and if you do venture in 
to London the congestion charges will be minimal if not 
free dependant on what happens in the not too distant 
future. 

The level of equipment was as you would expect on 
the high side, I did enjoy the heated front seats espe¬ 
cially in the sub-arctic conditions that we experienced 
whilst I was in possession of the vehicle. 

The Bluetooth worked after wading through the 
250+ page manual and talking of manuals over 700 
pages for a driver’s manual is I believe a little on the 
excessive side. 

The satellite navigation system as previously men¬ 
tioned was easy to operate but it does come at a 
premium price and at £1,9951 think I would revert back 
to my little Tom Tom. 

The vehicle is an imposing small vehicle and the com¬ 
petition is the Audi A3 or the BMW 3 Series, but the 
Lexus does score heavily in the economics of ownership 
and huge green credentials. 

Prices for the Lexus vary between £21,995 for the S 
level and top out at £30,995 for the Premier derivative.

“His experience with 
some of the top clubs in 
England and Europe will 
stand the group in good 
stead.
